The indystrial cities which is 
supports are remarkably clean 
and progressive plices, all with 
municipal theatres, public parks, 
and other amenities, and show- 
ing healthy pride in the works 
waich have brought them their 
prosperity. Perhaps their clean- 
liness at the present. moment is 
due to some extent to the prevail- 
ing scarcity of coal.

Those who thought that once the Germans were beatef on the 
field of battle, they would promptly and honourably carry out the.

It is uver-a year now since the fighting’ ended, but 
the Peace Treaty is even yet not in operation That is so. net by: 
reason of delay in drawing it up, but because Germany. has, by a 
series of Violations of the Armistice terms, made it nece sary for 
the Allies to be constantly on their guard and to impose fresh 
conditions upon the conquered nation. [t is all very well tu talk 
about forgetting and forgiving, and to urge a speedy renewal of friend- 
ly intercourse with the erstwhile enemy, but the fact cannot he.over- 
looked that Germany has not observed the terms laid down by the 
Entente as a basis for the peace provisions later enumerated in the 
Trecty of Versailles. No amount of sloppy sentimentality or bury 
the hatchet” ral can off-set that cardinal fact. We commend it w 
the consideration of those who bdast of their desire tn be fair and 
” sporty.” ” . . : 

The deliberate sinking of the German warships at Scapa Flow 
and the destruction of a’number of U-boats on the way to be 
surrendered were distinct breaches of the Arniistice, and the Allies 
are therefore well within their rights, and are only doing what they 
plainly told Germany they would do, when they maké a further 
series of demands on the Fatherland, There has been a lot of loose, 
idiotic writing in this connection about British connivance in the 


_ Scapa ‘Flow sinkings, as if our naval men, after smashing the power 


ofthe Germany Navy during the war, would assist the Huns in 
their determination not to permit the Allies to‘secure possession of 
vessels of the Stay-at-Home Fleet, or shut their.eyes to what 
was happening.

There is 
nothing very original in that 
opinion, and if. we are prepared } 
ta believe that China can’ work 
out her own salvation we must 
all agree with it. But we cannot 
altogether pin ‘our faith 
in the present Young China 
group, which will hava to 
very decidedly revise its ideas 


-}and methods before it can render 


any really useful service to the 
nation. Student strikes, rioting, 
bomb-throwing and boycotting are 
the means chosen by Young 
China by which to attain its ends. 
Preference is invariably given to 
violent methods than to constitu- 
tional activity by these hot-head- 
ed upstarts. By a coincidence, 
accompanying the message giving 
Sir John Jordan's opinion quoted 
atove, there also came ~ another 
telegram reporting a bomb explo- 
sion on Sincere’s roof gatden 
in Shanghai. Nothing is said 
as to who placed the bomb in this 
pleasure “resort, but in view of 
past happenings ofa similar kind, 
it would not be surprising to 
learn that the culprit was of the 
Young China faction.

Bombs 
have their uses, but to use them 
for political purposes or for per- 
sonal revenge, as Young China 
is fond of doing, is to injure the 
progressive cause which these 
folk are supposed to have at heart.
